As
soon as the commisslon arrived he
proposed to resign, a spirit which later
proved to be in accordance with
plans of the commissioners, and 1 have
overy reason to belleve that he will
live up to his bargain,

“"Mataafn is ambitious. For many
years he thirsted for power and will
not be so easily satisfled. At the same
time he I a man of exceptional ability,
is shrewd and I have never thought
the interests of the natives would es-
peclally suffer in his hands.

"“Yeg, my decision has been sustalned
by the commisslon and it has pub-
lished the fact In a proclamation.
